"Keep  a,ll  parts  clean",  for  exa^nple,     liThen  that's  done  thoroughly  on  outside  sup- 
face,   top— of-'Stove  cooking  •■anits,   oven  and  oroilor,   you've  vjon  half  the  "battle  of 
getting  the  highest  cooking  efficiency  from  a  range  and  mailing  the  range  itself 
last.    And  it  helps,  too,  in  conserving  fuel  ...  another  wa.rtimo  necessity.  Even 
the  most  careful  cook  occasionally  spills  food,     Grea„se  spa^ttcrs  ov.t  of  slcillcts 
and  roa,sting  pans.    And  in  spite  of  overj/thing  a  watched  pot  will  "boil  over  nov/ 
a,nd  then. 

The  modem  kitchen  has  a„  sm.ooth,  ha.rd  onaiar-l  surface,  designed  to  protect 
the  steel  uidernca-th  from  rusting  and  make  the  stove  easy  to  cleaji.     But  suddenly 
putting  something  very  cold  and  v;et  on  that  enamel  surfa-ce  wliile  it' s  very  hot  caja 
crack  it.     Or  hitting  it  a  hard  olov/  with  a  heavy  utensil  may  chip  out  a  piece. 
Or  using  a  coarse,  gritty  scouring  pov/der  on  the  enamel  can  scrub  .off  the  glaze* 


Cru-mpled  pa.per  is  soft  and  good  for  wiping  off  grease  spatters,  while  the 
hroiler  or  the  oven  are  still  warrA, 

But  for  thorough  cleaiiing,  it's  hest  to  v.rait  luitil  a  range  is  practically 
cool.     Then  vrash  it  vath  a  cloth  wrong  out  of  v/arm  soapy  v;ater.     Yer^j  fine  steel 
vrool  was  excellent  for  talcing  off  stu"b"bom  spots.     But  even  the  steel  filings 
are  needed  in  v.^ar  production.    And  we'll  have  to  get  along  in  the  kitchen  for  a 
while  vrf-thout  steel  ■'■;ool. 
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Tlie  "oumers  on  a  gas  stove  or  the  cooking  coils  on  an  ejLectric  range  are 
of  course  the  iiost  vital  parts  aoout  a  stove*    But  the  v;p,7s  to  clean  "burners  are 
so  different  fron  the  ways  to  clean  coils  tlia.t  I  cajaH  go  into  then  here.
